Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 3/5/08, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 1 ,3,4,13 and 14 in view of Hattori (US 6802382) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of the above-cited has been withdrawn. Also, the 
rejection of claim 12 due to lack of antecedent basis is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed.
